Other: All the remaining pending claims will be rejected over the same prior art as was applied in the previous Office 
actions. The objection to the specification remains. The Applicants' arguments are not persuasive. The examiner did not describe an "ink 
layer" as a "layer of ink", contrary to the Applicant's assumption. The examiner specifically outlined a conventional usage of this term in 
the art, which does not correspond its unclear and ambiguos usage in the instant application. If the Applicant's only argument regarding 
rejection over the prior art is relied on this term, which does not have any clear and unambigous definition provided in the specification, the 
examiner cannot be convinced with such argumentation. 
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
